Bulgarian officials are reportedly becoming very strict with merchant ship 
captains because of black market operations and damage to their ships* The 
former captain of the RILA was tried approximately one month ago and sentenced 
to life imprisonment for sabotaging his ship* Another captain has become 
overcautious* often seeking shelter from storms and bad weather in Greek 
waters (without the permission or knowledge of the Greeks) in order to avoid
